Focus on the motive 

I hadn't heard about Focus on the 
Family's proposed amendment until 
your Noted section ("Focus pulls 
amendment," May 9) cited its with- 
drawal. Your wording, "... to prevent 
government from meddling in the 
affairs of religious organizations" 
sounds harmless, but unnecessary, 
since the First Amendment already 
protects religions from government 
interference in rites and beliefs. 

However, the Denver Post cites the 
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actual draft language as "government 
may not directly or indirectly burden a 
person or organization by withholding 
benefits, assessing penalties or exclud- 
ing a person or group from govern- 
ment programs or facilities." 

Aha! Government programs. Aye, 
there's the rub! (And a possible 
motive.) 

Consider the case of the USCCB 
(U.S. Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops). They received $19 million from 
2006 through 2011 for services for 
human trafficking victims. Because 
such victims are often raped or forced 
into prostitution, the government 
wanted to provide a full range of 
medical services, including contra- 
ception and abortion referrals. The 
church adamantly refused, telling its 
more than 100 subcontractors, many 
of them not Catholic, that they could 
not provide those services. In one 
case, they refused to pay for a gyne- 
cological exam because it was done at 
Planned Parenthood. 

An ACLU suit in 2009 (since 
won) argued that allowing a religious 
agency to run public policy according 
to its dogma violated the separation 
of church and state. Now the Obama 
administration has decided not to 
renew the USCCB's contract, asserting 
that tax money should go only to orga- 
nizations willing to offer the medical 
services specified in the contract. 

So here we have Focus working 
on a law that would prevent govern- 
ment from excluding 
religious groups from 
government programs. 
Just think how such 
a law would give the 
USCCB and all reli- 
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gious groups access 
to public (taxpayer) 
funds which they 
could use to impose 
their religious beliefs 
on all Americans.

4 r T^hough the mills of God grind slowly, yet they grind exceeding 
1 small . . ." 

So wrote Henry Wadsworth Longfellow in a 19th-century poem, freely 
translating an ancient Greek proverb. That's as good an explanation as any 
for our city's long, anguished relationship with gay Americans — or, for that 
matter, gays regardless of race, creed, color, age or place of national origin. 

Two decades ago, Colorado voters narrowly passed Amendment 2, which 
forbade Colorado governments and courts from taking any legislative, 
judicial or executive action that recognized gays or lesbians as a "protected 
class." The amendment was conceived right here in Colorado Springs by a 
then-influential organization called Colorado for Family Values. Local res- 
idents Will Perkins and Kevin Tebedo headed the group and spearheaded 
signature-gathering for the initiative. 

Three years later, the Supreme Court threw it out by a 6-3 margin. Jus- 
tice Anthony Kennedy's majority opinion not only dismissed it as patently 

unconstitutional, but questioned the 

motives of its proponents. 

"Its sheer breadth is so discontinu- 
ous with the reasons offered for it that 
the amendment seems inexplicable by 
anything but animus toward the class 
that it affects; it lacks a rational rela- 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ tionship to legitimate state interests," 

Kennedy wrote. "[Amendment 2] is at 
once too narrow and too broad. It identifies persons by a single trait and 
then denies them protection across the board. The resulting disqualification 
of a class of persons from the right to seek specific protection from the law 
is unprecedented in our jurisprudence." 

In other words, all the blathering about the "radical homosexual agen- 
da," and "special rights" was just thinly disguised prejudice. 

Fast-forward 20 years, and here we are again. Following the refusal 
of Republican leaders to allow a bill permitting civil unions to reach the 
House floor, here's what House Majority Leader Amy Stephens, R-Mon- 
ument, wrote in a Gazette op-ed piece: "As a wife, mother, citizen and 
legislator, I oppose this bill and any future attempt to undermine one-man, 
one -woman marriage in this state for several reasons . . ." 

Those reasons include "judicial chaos" and "the welfare of future gen- 
erations, right of conscience and religious freedom in society." And, Ste- 
phens concluded, we know where this is all headed, don't we? 
"Clearly," she wrote, "the political goal is same-sex marriage." 
Well, Rep. Stephens, you're right. And if you and your fellow Republican 
elected officials would honestly examine the discredited and disgraceful 
views that you cling to, you'd support that very goal. 

In January 1964, 1 impetuously married the most beautiful girl in Tahiti, 
an island justly renowned for the beauty of its inhabitants. We were just kids, 
18 and 23. We were joined in marriage by the Mayor of Papeete, after which 
there was a fabulous party at the Hotel Tahiti. It was outrageously roman- 
tic — and illegal in many American states, where laws prohibited marriage 
between whites and members of races deemed inferior by racist lawmakers. 
Those laws were overturned a few years later when the Supreme Court, in 
Loving v. Virginia, unanimously overturned Virginia's statute. 

The trial judge, sentencing Richard and Mildred Loving (the racially 
mixed couple who had violated the statute) to a year in prison, wrote: 

"Almighty God created the races white, black, yellow, malay and red, and 
he placed them on separate continents. And but for the interference with his 
arrangement there would be no cause for such marriages. The fact that he 
separated the races shows that he did not intend for the races to mix." 

Such sentiments now seem as vicious and absurd as Adolf Hitler's racial 
theories, as despicable as slavery itself. 

Whatever Stephens and the House leadership claim, the truth is simple: 
They blocked the bill because conservative Republican activists viscerally 
despise gays. Support equality, and your career in elected office is over. 

But you're on the wrong side of history. Equality is coming. You know it 
and I know it. Remember the prophetic words of Martin Luther King Jr.: 
"No, no, we are not satisfied, and we will not be satisfied until justice rolls 
down like waters and righteousness like a mighty stream." 

Think about it: Is remaining in petty political office worth living a lie?

On selling what's priceless 



Of all the nutty ideas floating around the West of late — that Wyoming 
needs an aircraft carrier to prepare for the coming apocalypse, that 
Idaho residents should be allowed to lure wolves by using pets as bait, or 
that Yellowstone bison in Montana are "bio -terrorists" because they might 
cause brucellosis — none can match Utah on the incredulity meter. 

Some in the Beehive State are abuzz about the current effort to seize 
control of all public lands within its borders except for national parks, wil- 
derness areas, military bases and Indian reservations. But unlike the sea- 
sonal silliness in Wyoming, Idaho and Montana, this Utah land grab has 
traction. The state Legislature passed a bill asserting eminent domain over 
public lands and the governor signed it, pledging a lawsuit if Utah doesn't 
receive nearly 30 million acres by 2015. 

The U.S. Forest Service and Bureau of Land Management are shrugging 
off Utah's chest-thumping as little more than election-year bluster. They 
view it as a revival of the failed Sagebrush Rebellion of the 1970s, and are 
confident that any takeover effort will be laughed out of court. 

Yet the very idea should give us pause, and ranchers, 

outfitters, guides and other small-business owners whose 
livelihoods depend on economical access to our public 
lands should be on the alert because parallel conversa- 
tions have taken place in other Western states. Some 
Arizona state legislators keep pushing to add 25 mil- 
lion acres of federal lands, and similar drumbeats echo 
across New Mexico and Colorado. 

In Montana, Rep. Denny Rehberg, who apparently feels 
that 32,000 miles of roads on our Forest Service lands 
^^^^^^^^h aren't nearly enough, supports releasing the nation's few 

remaining non-wilderness, roadless areas for development. 
These politicians want our lands so their financial backers can mine, 
drill, pave and otherwise develop without having to deal with such pesky 
matters as clean air, clean water and other health safeguards. Special inter- 
ests in Utah want to drill for oil and gas right next to national parks, and 
their counterparts in Arizona are itching for a uranium mine on the fringes 
of Grand Canyon National Park. 

Not stopping at his own state's borders, Florida Rep. Cliff Stearns has 
floated the idea of selling some of our national parks to private interests. 
Just think of the possibilities: Utah's Arches National Park could be renamed 
Golden Arches National Park and leveled for a McDonald's theme park. 
In California, John Muir's favorite spot could be sold to Warner Bros, and 
renamed Yosemite Sam National Park. When in North Carolina, we could 
view the R.J. Reynolds Great Smoking Mountain National Park from the 
comfort of our cars on a new highway dubbed Tobacco Road. 

Lest we forget, public lands provide us with clean water, clean air and 
essential wildlife habitat. Millions of Americans visit to hunt, fish, hike, 
camp, ride, run, ski, pedal, photograph, explore or simply find solitude. 
These lands provide hundreds of thousands of jobs and billions of dollars 
that benefit the economies of small rural communities. 

Above all, public lands are the embodiment of American freedom — 
places where anyone can go regardless of race, creed, color or stock port- 
folio. Our 750 million acres of public lands, preserved more than a century 
ago by forefathers with wisdom and vision, set our nation apart. 

If anyone thinks wilderness locks up land, wait until all of us in the West 
get met by miles of fences, gates, padlocks, corporate signage and corner 
posts spray-painted in bright orange. If you think government programs are 
Europeanizing this nation, wait until you have to pay a premium to hunt or 
fish on lands your grandparents once freely traversed. 

Do the simple math: More people plus less public land equals less access 
and more crowds on the few equal-opportunity landscapes we have left. All of 
which leads to more rules, regulations and expense for the average American. 

Most of us recognize the economic, ecological and spiritual value of our 
public lands. A whopping 93 percent of Colorado voters recently polled see 
them as essential to the state's overall health. 
Sell our public lands? Seriously? 

For anyone who thinks that nutty idea will sit well on Main Street 
America, I've got an aircraft carrier on Yellowstone Lake to sell you.

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By most measures, Mayor Steve Bach made an intriguing decision last 
week when he hired Sarah Johnson to become the next Colorado 
Springs city clerk, starting June 4. 

However, Bach's office failed to tell City Council, or the public, every detail 
about his appointment to replace Kathryn Young, who retired last year. 

Look at it one way, and you might applaud Bach for bringing in somebody 
with such strong election-related credentials. Johnson served eight years as 
executive director of the Kentucky State Elections Board, and another nine- 
plus years on that agency's staff before that. 

Young's mishandling of election-related issues in 2011 created embarrass- 
ment for the city and hastened her departure last summer; it was obvious she 
wouldn't fit into Bach's regime. So why not bring in a replacement who has 
such an impressive background in elections, enough that she served as an 
officer in the National Association of State Election Directors? 

Of course, you also might wonder why someone with that kind of back- 
ground would want to be a city clerk in Colorado Springs. 

But wait. What if you knew that Johnson was fired from her previous job 
last December, in a 5-0 vote by the bipar- 
tisan Kentucky State Elections Board? 
What if you knew that nobody shared that 
fact with City Council before its vote last 
week to confirm her appointment? 

"This is the first I've heard of it," 
Council President Scott Hente says. 

Bernie Herpin, one of two councilors 
who talked to Johnson by phone, recalls 
that her resume described the departure 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m as the result of change in political leaders. 

It's true, Johnson's removal came after 
Kentucky's voters last November elected a Democrat as secretary of state. 
Johnson, a Republican, had no apparent problem working with either party. 
But that 5-0 vote had to include at least two Republicans on the state board. 

The firing apparently did not lead to any deep media coverage in Ken- 
tucky, defending her or not. Attempts to reach Johnson for comment were 
not successful, but just the fact that a bipartisan board voted unanimously to 
remove her should warrant some kind of explanation on this end. 

"Of course, look at somebody like Rick Myers," Hente says, referring to 
the Colorado Springs police chief ousted by Bach last October but recently 
hired as interim chief in Sanford, Fla. "He was basically fired [though it was 
called a 'retirement'], but Sanford obviously knew that he was a great cop. 

"This might be one of those things that you have to take with a grain of 
salt. But sure, it would've been nice to know more." 

At the same time, you might question why Bach would hire a candidate 
whose experience has been so totally focused on elections. As the city's 
website says: "The City Clerk is the official record keeper and custodian of 
the following: corporate seal of the city, agendas, ordinances, minutes, reso- 
lutions, election records, contracts/agreements, business licenses, annexa- 
tions. In addition, the City Clerk's Office records all ordinances, agreements 
and other legal matters; publishes all ordinances and notices as required 
by law; attests all resolutions, ordinances, agreements, contracts and other 
legal documents of the City; prepares the City Council agendas and minutes; 
prepares the Liquor and Beer Licensing Board agendas and minutes; and 
conducts municipal elections." 

The clerk's office has handled almost all those functions without trouble 
— other than the 2011 city election, which had a laundry list of missteps. 
But is one election every two years enough to hire a $115,000 clerk who 
would seem to have such a narrow specialty? 

Then again, there's another not-so-minor task facing the clerk's office. 
Soon, Johnson's staff must re-draw the City Council district maps, turning 
the city from four to six districts for the April 2013 election. County Clerk 
Wayne Williams had offered his office's services to do that, and even to 
oversee the municipal election, which would save the city a lot of money. 

Instead, we hear Bach wants to control redistricting, to hand-pick candi- 
dates who can win and give him a majority of support on Council. With his 
elections expert helping produce that new map, he should be set. 

Maybe. But first, a little more transparency might be in order, starting 
with the whole story about Sarah Johnson.

Ramshackle blues 



Neighbors of dilapidated houses in Colorado Springs face a long wait for demolition

nearly seven years since struck by fire, 
and there's not much hope things will 
change soon. 



forbidden. Fifteen of those are labeled 
dilapidated, meaning they have had 
three or more code violations within 
the previous year, are a blight, and 
raise safety concerns. 

Adopted in 2006, the dilapidated

"It's kind of embarrassing," says 
Iggy Beljovkin. He and girlfriend 
Renae Hill live down the street and are 
working to revive this Hillside neigh- 
borhood, where many of the 100-year- 
old homes sport fresh paint and mani- 
cured yards, unlike Norma and Sam 
Dunlap Jr.'s shabby corner property. 
"It's the first thing you see when you 
drive down the street," Beljovkin says. 

But despite complaints that pre-date the 
fire to 2002, Dunlap has refused to fix 
up the house, tear it down, or sell it. The 
city seems powerless, caught in a tangle 
of procedures and laws that, like budget- 
ary constraints, favor property owners. 

'A disgrace 9 

The city has 77 buildings on its 
condemned list, meaning occupancy is 



building ordinance carries quarterly fines 
of $500, encouraging owners to repair 
their properties and help the city recoup 
its costs. Code enforcement chief Ken 
Lewis says officers have been to Dunlap's 
Cedar house 100 times over the years. 

Once declared dilapidated, a build- 
ing can be deemed "dangerous" by the 
Pikes Peak Regional Building Depart- 
ment. And at that point, it can be legal- 
ly demolished. But that step is rare. 

More than three years ago, a fire 
gutted a house at 1726 W. Colorado 
Ave. Since then, neighbor Ernie DiFio- 
re says he's repeatedly complained to 
the city that the house has been a mag- 
net for homeless people and raccoons. 
Lewis' office has determined that the 
homeless problem demands the city 
demolish it this summer. 



When it comes down, Lewis will 
watch $46,000 of his annual $50,000 
demolition budget disappear. 

He plans to bill the owner, Mark Cun- 
ningham, who individually and with 
his mother, Lucille, owns $1.8 million 
worth of property in the city. 
But getting Council approval 
for collection can take long 
enough that an owner could 
sell a property before the lien 
gets filed, Lewis says. Cun- 
ningham couldn't be reached 
for comment. 

Code enforcement could 
sidestep the "dangerous build- 
ing" route by asking City 
Council to authorize legal 
action and gain control of the 
property through a receiver. 
But Lewis says judges have 
privately discouraged him. 

"It's difficult to take some- 
one's property or clean the 
property, because nobody 
will be told what to do," 
Lewis says. "It used to be 
if there was a hoarder, code 
enforcement would go condemn the 
whole house. Now, the judges are like, 
'No, if they want to be a hoarder, that's 
their business, leave them alone.' If it 
gets so bad the neighbors can smell it, 
then we can do something about it." 

But tearing down a house? "It's not 
going to happen quickly, that's for 
sure," Lewis says. 

Bad, not worse 

Beljovkin and Hill want Dunlap's 
house razed to make way for a com- 
munity garden. They've filed several 
complaints since 2010. Complaints from 
others about weeds, inoperable vehicles 
and rubbish date to 2002, records show. 

In mid-2005, fire damaged the house, 
and it hasn't been occupied since. Last 
year the city forester removed a tree 



that teetered from the property over the 
street, but the city couldn't seek reim- 
bursement from Dunlap because the 
urgency didn't allow time to send the 
required notices, Lewis says. 

Dunlap, owner of more than $600,000 
worth of property locally, has paid no 
fines, because he's cleaned up the junk or 
secured the windows of the house, which 
bears an "unlawful to occupy" sign. It's 
made the dilapidated list twice, but isn't 
in bad enough shape to force action. 

"The Dangerous Building Code is a 
tool that is available when a property 
is at risk of partially or completely 
collapsing and would endanger the 
life and limb of the public," Terry 
Brunette, a Regional Building special 
investigator, says in an e-mail. "This 
property is not in that condition." 

Besides, Dunlap tells Regional 
Building he plans to fix it up. 

"I'm going to be getting an estimate 
of what it's going to cost," he says. 
"I'm going to get it all cleaned out." 

Asked what's taken so long, he gets 
defensive, saying the city has many 
dilapidated properties, that neighbors 
didn't have to move there, and that he 
spends his money helping people. 

"I don't totally dispute that it's 
an eyesore," he says, before asking. 
"Would you rather help a homeless kid 
or fix up the house?" 

Dunlap says he won't sell because he 
doesn't want to pay taxes on the income. 

"We're just going to keep putting the 
pressure on him," Lewis says, adding, 
"$2,000 [in fines] a year, I don't think 
he wants to pay that too long." 

But a substantial change in the prop- 
erty could take years, which Beljovkin 
calls "a depressing reminder that you 
can't get anything done in the system." 

Mayor Steve Bach's office didn't 
comment before deadline.

Campaigning blind 

In some local primaries, outdated deadlines 
have made it impossible to follow the money

During election season, knowl- 
edgeable candidates routinely 
check the financial disclosures of 
their opponents, looking for com- 
promising contributions. 
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In the two primaries for the El 
Paso County Board of Commission- 
ers, there's not much to see. 

Sallie Clark and Dennis Hisey, 
District 3 and 4 commissioners, 
respectively, are both facing chal- 
lenges from other Republicans. But 
they haven't had to file campaign 
finance disclosures since Novem- 
ber. Their next disclosures are due 
June 5 — when their opponents will 
file for the first time, and one day 
after ballots get mailed to voters. 

The deadlines go back decades, 
says Alissa Vander Veen, chief dep- 
uty with El Paso County Clerk and 
Recorder's office. As she notes, they 
worked fine when elections were 
held at the polls on primary day, 
which this year is June 26. 

"This is the first time El Paso 
County is conducting an all-mail 
ballot election," she says. "2010 
was the first time that anybody was 
allowed to conduct an all-mail bal- 
lot election." 

Candidates for the state Legisla- 
ture have already filed four reports 
with the Secretary of State's office, 
and a number of candidates have 
made issues of opponents' contribu- 
tors. For instance, in state Senate 
District 10, Owen Hill denounced 
donations from "lobbyists, special 
interests, and donors to liberal 
Democrat causes" received by his 
Republican primary opponent, Rep. 
Larry Liston. 

In the race for Colorado's 5th 
District in the U.S. Congress, 



Republican challenger Robert Blaha 
has chastised Rep. Doug Lamborn's 
past use of earmarks to "funnel" 
money to campaign supporters, 
while Lamborn has blasted back 
that Blaha's heavy investment in his 
own campaign means that he's try- 
ing to buy a congressional seat. 

Blaha filed once, in March; the 
next filing in that race is due July 15. 

Ashlee Springer, with the Blaha 
campaign, notes that due to the 
Federal Election Commission's fil- 
ing deadlines, her candidate is in a 
similar position to the county chal- 
lengers. "When you are running 
in a primary," she says, "it doesn't 
leave you too much time to do any- 
thing with [the information]." 

Clark's challenger, Karen Magis- 
trelli, says she hadn't even thought 
of checking into her opponent's 
November filing. But she does know 
that developer James Johnson of GE 
Johnson donated $2,000 to Clark 
because, she says, it was first report- 
ed in the In dy back in January. 

"That raises flags in my mind," 
she says, "that somebody who has 
repeatedly been contracted by the 
county is her biggest donor." 

Among other jobs, GE Johnson 
was recently chosen for a $500,000- 
plus renovation of the county's Citi- 
zens Service Center. 

Hisey's challenger, Auddie 
Cox, also looked at his opponent's 
November filing, but says it didn't 
make much of a difference. And, 
he says, "We're just talking about a 
county commissioner race; it's not 
like we're talking about someone 
running for Senate or something." 

Cost is the main factor for 
switching to the all-mail ballot, 
Vander Veen says, but also, the 
public has certainly shown a pref- 
erence for the mail-in ballot. "In 
2010, we had something like 25,000 
people vote at the polling places; 
the majority of the voters for that 
election cast their ballot by mail." 

She says that, roughly, 149,000 
out of the 302,000 voters in the 
county have opted for the perma- 
nent mail-in ballot. 

With mail elections looking like 
the wave of the future, it would 
make sense to revisit the deadlines. 
Vander Veen says "there has been 
some discussion about taking all of 
those filing calendars and marrying 
them all together, but that's going to 
take some change in legislation."

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Not working 

Colorado's already-burdened unemployment system experiences more setbacks

A storm is rolling in thick and gray, 
as twin brothers Robert and Rich- 
ard Graham, 60, get in the last few 
brush strokes of the day at the Colo- 
rado College campus. 




Richard simply filled out his paper- 
work and collected his checks; errors 
cut off Robert's benefits several times, 
and he found himself on the phone for 
hours, trying to set things right. 

"I just think the whole state 
system needs to be looked 
at; it needs to be revamped," 
Robert says. "I think they 
need to take whoever's the 
director of the Department of 
Labor, and I think they need 
to take that person out and 
fire them. That's my personal 
opinion." 

These days, others probably 
agree with him. 

Colorado's unemployment 
insurance system has hit more 
bumps than usual in May. 
Federal cutbacks have booted 
some longtime recipients 
off the system unexpectedly. 
Other people have faced 
stricter requirements for job 
searches. Meanwhile, staff 
at the state's unemploy- 
ment office remain grossly 
outnumbered by citizens 
who need help filing claims, 
Department of Labor spokes- 
person Bill Thoennes readily 
admits. 



The brothers Graham had different experiences. 



Recently hired, the two are enthused 
to be working. The recession and hous- 
ing bubble weren't kind to painters, 
and both brothers experienced spells of 
unemployment. 

Robert had a worse time than his 
brother — not because his ego or 
checkbook were more sensitive, but 
because he's had poor luck with the 
state's unemployment system. While 



'Out-of-touch' 

For Robert, this added up 
to a lot of time spent on the phone. He 
spent more than three hours trying to 
contact the office earlier this month, 
when his benefits were cut off due to 
a paperwork error. When he finally 
reached someone, he was transferred 
several times, eventually ending up 
back at the desk where he started. He 
still hasn't received his final unem- 
ployment check. 



He's not the only one looking for 
ways to reach the unemployment 
office. Jeanne Cotter, spokesperson 
for Pikes Peak Workforce Center, says 
an unemployment representative stops 
by her offices twice a week to counsel 
those who have questions or concerns 
about their benefits. People have begun 
lining up at 7:30 a.m. for a chance to 
speak to the rep, with at least 50 seen 
each day. 

Another local, Gina Douglas, has 
experienced a different kind of prob- 
lem. She wrote a piece printed in the 
Indy's Letters section May 2, com- 
plaining that new requirements for the 
long-term unemployed, intended to 
ensure that beneficiaries are looking 
for jobs, only created more paperwork 
and bureaucracy. 

"It just shows how out-of-touch the 
governing class is with constituents," 
Douglas wrote. 

Others have suffered a worse fate. 
Due to federal cutbacks, they've been 
booted off the system entirely, with 
perhaps three weeks' warning. 

A battle for resources 

It's the lawmakers in Washington, 
D.C., Thoennes notes, who decide how 
much funding Colorado's unemploy- 
ment office gets, where that money 
goes, and what requirements must be 
met to get it. That, in turn, dictates 
how many staff are available to answer 
phones or visit local offices, and how 
long the jobless can get benefits. 

Lately, the feds have drawn back 
funding from Colorado because the 
state's unemployment rate has fallen. In 
April, Nevada's rate was 11.7 percent. 
Rhode Island stood at 11.2 percent, and 
California, 10.9 percent. Colorado's 
rate, by comparison, stood at 7.9 per- 
cent, below the national 8.1 percent. 



"It's kind of good news, bad news," 
Thoennes says. 

In essence, it's just another up-and- 
down on the roller-coaster ride that 
unemployment benefits have endured 
since the recession began. Payments 
once lasted just 26 weeks. In July 

2008, the federal government began 
ratcheting up that number, creating a 
system of "tiers" that states qualified 
for based on their unemployment rates. 

At one point, Colorado's unemployed 
qualified for 99 weeks of benefits. But 
today, residents only qualify for 73 
weeks. That number's expected to fall 
again in late summer or early fall. 

The feds have also required more 
paperwork from the long-term jobless, 
as evidence of an active job search. 

Perhaps because of the changes, 
call volumes to the unemployment 
office have increased recently. In 2010, 
the office answered 214,508 calls, a 
peak. In 2011, that number was just 
161,322. But as of April 30, the office 
had answered 75,253 calls in 2012. If 
that trend keeps pace, the office will 
answer 222,759 calls this year. 

Meanwhile, staffing is down. In 

2009, the office had an average of 
438.1 full-time staffers. As of March 
2012, that average hovered at 387. 

Thus, long waits on the phone have 
become the norm for those calling the 
state unemployment office. 

"I know a lot of people would say, 
'Why don't you hire more claims 
agents?'" Thoennes says. "But we're 
restricted by how much [federal] fund- 
ing we receive." 

Of course, there's still plenty of 
money flowing to the state's unem- 
ployed. In 2011, Colorado's jobless 
received nearly $1.8 billion in benefits.

Mobile home 



A food-cart collective sets its sights on the heart of downtown 



By Bryce Crawford 

Addressing a void Colorado Springs 
has felt since the nationwide 
explosion of mobile food, local ven- 
dors are planning to get together and 
dish from a downtown parking lot. 

Curbside Cuisine hopes to open Fri- 
day, June 8, just north of the 7-Eleven 
at Tejon Street and Pikes Peak Avenue. 
Roughly 10 carts and trucks are 
expected on a semi-permanent basis, 
with initial participants likely including 
the Springs Cupcake Truck, Jammin 
Cabana, Nourish Organic Juices, Bundt 
Appetit, Bite Me Gourmet Sausage, El 
Padrino Mexicano, the Downtown Bur- 
rito Co., Chicago Pizza, Colorado Cof- 
fee Merchants, Island Style BBQ and 
the Crepe Crusaders. 

Each would pay $300 in monthly 
rent to a limited-liability company 
administered by Sandra Vanderstoep 
of Garden of the Gods Gourmet. But 
she insists this is not her baby. 

"We really expect and anticipate 
that these vendors are literally going 
to own this," she says, adding: "There 
is just lots happening down there, and 



lots of people only see the empty store- 
fronts, and what we're trying to do is 
to fill some of those holes." 

A number of hurdles remain before 
opening day. Vanderstoep says busi- 
ness owners have to lock down the 
right licensing and county inspection. 
They have to agree to pay the rent, 
even though some have been able to 
set up for free elsewhere. They also 
must work out logistics for removing 
their waste and water, since it's gener- 
ally expected they'll keep their trucks 
there almost all the time. 

Finally, they have to get signatures 
from the lot's owner, Nor'wood Devel- 
opment Group, and wait out a public- 
comment opportunity prior to potential 
approval by local authorities. 

That's where it might get messy. 

Slate.com's Matthew Yglesias wrote 
it well in February: "There are only so 
many meals in the day, so proprietors 
of fixed-location food service estab- 
lishments worry that every lobster roll 
that's handed over from a truck is $18 
lost from their own kitchen."

trucks and carts. Vanderstoep says in 
the Springs, she does expect "resis- 
tance from some unnamed quarters." 

Another concern is taxes. For 
example, downtown businesses pay 
into its Business Improvement District; 
to date, mobile food vendors have not. 
Greg Howard, owner of McCabe's 
Tavern and board member of the Colo- 
rado Restaurant Association, says that 
should change. He'd also like to see 
the pod offer "more interesting food" 
than what's currently planned. At that 
point, he says, Curbside Cuisine could 
add to the downtown environment. 

Up in Denver, the Civic Center 
EATS Outdoor Cafe, a grouping of 
food trucks meeting on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, is about to begin its 
sixth year at the Civic Center Conser- 
vancy. Brittany Morris Saunders of the 



Downtown Denver Partnership says 
that while the restaurant community 
is prone to giving "push-back" when 
it perceives a threat, she's unaware of 
ongoing problems with EATS. Denver 
Post features and entertainment edi- 
tor Tucker Shaw adds via e-mail that, 
if anything, most conflicts are among 
the trucks themselves, since the DDP 
"approved more carts and longer 
hours, which is pissing off some of the 
guys who've been around longer." 

When it comes down to it, though, 
says Conservancy executive director 
Lindy Eichenbaum Lent, all sellers are 
united on a very basic level. 

"The common 'enemy' is not other 
food purveyors," she says, "but people 
eating lunch at their desks."

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State joins in appeal 

Colorado Springs Utilities isn't alone in 
thinking Pueblo County District Judge 
Victor Reyes made a mistake. 

The Colorado Water Quality Control 
Commission has voted unanimously to 
stand with Utilities in opposing Reyes' 
decision to overturn the state's 401 water 
quality certification for the Southern 
Delivery System. Reyes had ruled the state 
commission didn't adequately account for 
Fountain Creek pollution caused by the 
SDS pipeline, which will increase Colorado 
Springs' water supply by a third by 2016 by 
delivering water from Lake Pueblo. After 
certification in 2010, the Rocky Mountain 
Environmental Labor Coalition and Pueblo 
County District Attorney Bill Thiebaut sought 
judicial review, resulting in Reyes' ruling. 

State Commissioner John Klomp, a 
former Pueblo County commissioner, 
made the motion to appeal the ruling, 
noting that sufficient controls are in place 
and that Colorado Springs complies with 
the rules, the Pueblo Chieftain reports. 
Utilities spokesperson Janet Rummel says 
SDS construction continues. — PZ 

City hiring six lawyers 

City Attorney Chris Melcher's office plans 
to hire six new attorneys. In an e-mail to the 
Indy, Melcher cites two longtime vacancies 
in its Utilities division and two in the litigation 
division. Two other Utilities attorneys are 
leaving, the e-mail adds, to take non- 
legal positions at Utilities "that allow for 
rewarding professional development." 

Utilities CEO Jerry Forte and his top 
executives approved filling the four Utilities 
attorney vacancies, the e-mail says. Utilities 
will pay the salaries. Mayor Steve Bach also 
agreed to fill the two jobs in litigation. Since 
Melcher's 2012 budget included funding for 
those attorneys, no change will be made. 

Melcher also recently eliminated one 
prosecutor position, using the saved funding 
to pay for a litigation specialist. — JAS 

Region wants road money 

Mayor Steve Bach and other area leaders 
are crying "no fair" after reviewing state 
funding for transportation. Based on 
population, the leaders say the state has 
underfunded the Pikes Peak region for six 
years, totaling a loss of $135 million — more 
than enough to rebuild the Fillmore and 
Cimarron interchanges with Interstate 25. 

The state claims the shortage is due to an 
overall funding cut and a change of focus to 
basic maintenance. The city drew attention 
to the squabble last week, after releasing 
a letter and e-mail exchange between the 
Pikes Peak Region Mayors Caucus and Don 
Hunt, executive director of the Colorado 
Department of Transportation. — JAS 

Ultra won't share 

A shareholder proposal requiring Ultra 
Petroleum to report on the risks of 
hydraulic fracturing, or fracking, on the 



company lost ground during a shareholder 
meeting this month. Only 35 percent of 
shareholders supported the resolution, 
less than the 42 percent who voted for it 
last year ("Close UP," cover story, Jan. 26). 

In 2010, 21 percent of shareholders 
backed the resolution from As You Sow, 
a San Francisco-based nonprofit that 
promotes shareholder advocacy. Opposing 
the resolution, Ultra's directors said in a 
Securities and Exchange Commission filing 
that Ultra already takes such risks into 
account and "is committed to conducting 
its business in a manner designed to comply 
with all applicable environmental laws and 
regulations." Such a report would be "a 
wasteful use of money," the board said. 

Ultra owns 18,000 acres in Colorado 
Springs, where it wants to drill. It already 
has started wells in El Paso County. — PZ 

Carson comments sought 

The Army's Environmental Assessment says 
a combat aviation brigade at Fort Carson 
"would not result in any significant impact 
on the natural and human environment." 
Now it's up to the garrison commander to 
sign off on the attached Draft Finding of 
No Significant Impact (FONSI), or order an 
Environmental Impact Statement (EIS). 

The assessment, announced via legal 
notice on p. 72 of the tody's May 16 issue, 
is available for review online and at libraries 
throughoutthe region. The brigade promises 
to bring 2,700 soldiers and 113 helicopters to 
the Mountain Post, starting late this year. 

"No decision has yet been made on 
whether this will result in a finding of no 
significant impact (FONSI) or the decision 
to file a notice of intent for an EIS," 
Carson spokeswoman Dee McNutt says 
via e-mail. "The Garrison Commander will 
make that decision probably at the end of 
June, beginning of July." 

Three counties' commissioners and La 
Junta's City Council have called for a more 
in-depth EIS. A 30-day public comment 
period ends June 14.

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In the heated primary for House District 19, we see just how far the truth can stretch

Former New York Gov. Mario Cuomo once likened campaigning to poetry. How right he was. 
A campaign doesn't get mired down in the rigor of facts. It aims at a more ineffable ambition, expressing an 
ideological foundation that comforts voters while casting for the heights to which they can soar with the right 
representation ... all while painting the opposition in the most negative light possible. 

This is the trick of shrewd campaigning: Push the truth as far as possible without flat-out lying. 
You can take a bill, for example, that establishes a failed guest-worker program and say that it's a 
back door to amnesty for illegal immigrants because, well, how do you prove it's not? Or you can 
claim that a ridiculously unpopular health care exchange will provide abortions on the taxpayer 
dime and, with enough gymnastics, create the impression that this is true. 

And it doesn't matter, not on the campaign trail. If you're a Republican candidate forced to 
defend either charge, a certain amount of damage has already been done. 

Below, we examine the claims of Rep. Marsha Looper (pictured right) and House Major- 
ity Leader Amy Stephens in House District 19, which spreads over eastern El Paso County. 
Drawn into this primary via recent redistricting, they're among the most-watched competi- 
tors in the state and, along with their supporters, have succeeded in providing quite a show. 

Without a Democrat awaiting the winner, the GOP candidates in HD 19 — both seasoned 
veterans of the Legislature — are barreling toward the outskirts of the Republican Party, pin- 
pointing where they believe their competitor has fallen short of a pristine conservatism. 

At play are some of the usual tropes: government prying and overreach, illegal immigra- 
tion, abortion and gay rights. But what's struck Joshua Dunn, associate professor of political 
science at the University of Colorado at Colorado Springs, is the role of national politics. 

It's not as though El Paso County is a bellwether for the country," Dunn notes. "But the 
fact that Barack Obama is the issue in this local race is telling. 'Cause, normally, the stuff that 
state legislative races are decided on is not national politics." 

The focal point is Senate Bill 200, Stephens' 2011 legislation to create a health care exchange in 
Colorado, seen by many conservatives as capitulation to a health care overhaul headed by the president. 

"A vote for Amy Stephens is a vote for Obama," he says. "That's not really good for a Republican. Even if it's 
not the truth, or if it's just close enough to true that voters buy it, that's all that matters." 

Jeff Hays, from the Stephens campaign, complains that the Looper folks "try to distract and con- 
fuse the unknowing electorate, hope the lie will stick, and hope we will spend time, money 
and energy refuting charges instead of putting out a positive campaign message." 
Lana Fore-Warkocz, with Looper's campaign, shoots back: "Our 
campaign runs strictly on facts — unlike Marsha's opponent. We 
want to inform the constituents of HD 19 with the truth." 

What follows is a look at some of the larger claims from both 
campaigns and supporters. We've also included two orga- 
nizations that have targeted Looper: the Colorado Liberty 
Alliance, a nonprofit; and the Truth Squad, a 527 political 
group whose contribution to the cacophony is a website 
called looperscooper.com. 

While staff for both campaigns have spoken with us, to 
her credit Looper has also been extremely accommodat- 
ing. The former systems engineer, realty professional 
and rancher has answered numerous requests to back 
up her claims, provide documentation, and so on. 
This stands in stark contrast to Stephens, a business 
owner and former Focus on the Family public

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In the Republican race for our U.S. House seat, neither 
Robert Blaha nor Doug Lamborn is taking the Fifth 



While other local races haven't sunkto the level of the Looper- 
are notable in their own right. 
Take, for example, the competition for U.S. Congress in the 
5th Congressional District. Robert Blaha (pictured right, top) has 
taken the offensive against his Republican primary opponent, 
U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn, even setting up therealdouglamborn. 
com to catalog these claims. 

As far as accuracy is concerned, Blaha's claims have held up 
well. Lamborn's, not so much. 

As Blaha loves to point out, not a single piece of legislation 
sponsored by Lamborn has made its way under a president's 
pen. And, as the Gazette chronicled in 2011, Lamborn did rely on 
the use of earmarks prior to the process being banned. And yes, 
some of that money has been awarded to Lamborn's campaign 
contributors. 

Blaha's also trying to make political hay out of Lamborn's 
well-documented travels, including stays at five-star hotels and 
dining on expensive meals, all paid for by private organizations. 

Lamborn, on the other hand, recently attacked Blaha's busi- 
ness record, with a television ad that the Denver Post concluded 
"leans deceptive." 

At issue was Blaha's bank, Integrity Bank and Trust, which 
Lamborn claimed was fined by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation and rated one of the worst in the region. While the 
Post found that it was true that an employee at the bank was 
fined, the insinuation that the FDIC generated the "poor" rating 
was false. That rating came from a private firm, bankrate.com. 

Lamborn's ad, which you can see online at his attack site, 
theblaharecord.com, also claims that eight of Blaha's com- 
panies were in delinquency, and that he failed 26 times to file 
annual business reports. 

This, the Post found, is untrue. 

Only one company owned by Blaha was found to be in delin- 
quency — and it was dissolved this year. And Blaha was late in 
filing business reports 22 times, but as the Secretary of State's 
Office explained, once you file, you're in the clear. 

Still, Lamborn has continued to throw punches. Late last 
week, he claimed that Blaha doesn't have a plan to fix the econ- 
omy; Blaha responded by pointing to a series of videos online 
thatfeature him talking job-creation at the local GOP headquar- 
ters. Over the weekend, the Lamborn campaign again attacked 
Blaha's business history, with another TV ad as well as mailers.

policy manager, who has ignored multiple 
requests for information and comment. 

BACK-DOOR AMNESTY 

Let's start with a claim made by the 
nonprofit Colorado Liberty Alliance. 

Patrick Davis, a prominent local political 
consultant, is responsible for CLA. While 
not affiliated with the Stephens campaign, 
CLAs certainly seen as carrying its water. 

In February, the alliance launched an ad 
campaign focusing on a piece of legisla- 
tion Looper sponsored in 2008. House Bill 
1325, which won bipartisan support and 
was signed by then- Gov. Bill Ritter, estab- 
lished a seasonal guest-worker program for 
non-citizens in Colorado; the ad campaign 
paints it as an effort to open a back door to 
amnesty for illegal immigrants. 



This claim is laid out at CLAs looper- 
foramnesty.com. 

Neither the site nor the ad offers sub- 
stantial proof that this seasonal worker 
program has led to amnesty efforts; nor 
does it offer critical analysis of the impact 
of the legislation. It does, however, feature 
a quote from former U.S. Rep. Tom Tan- 
credo, the Colorado Republican famous 
for his militant stance on immigration: 

"Guest worker programs is [sic] an insult 
to every American: that they are only com- 
ing for jobs no American will take. Right? 
Well, really what they are saying is — they 
are coming for jobs that no American will 
take for the price I can get an illegal alien 
to perform the job for. That's the real issue. 
So, no more guest worker. We don't need 
it. We certainly don't need amnesty." 



But citing Tancredo is curious, as he 
has endorsed Looper in this race. 

Looperscooper.com ups the ante by 
claiming that Looper's bill mandated "a 
recruiting office in Mexico," paid for by 
Colorado taxpayers who would also fund 
the "importing" of the guest workers at a 
cost of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Neither claim, according to the Colorado 
Department of Labor and Employment, 

is true. 

The language in HB 
1325 noted that Colorado's 
multibillion- dollar agricul- 
ture industry relies on "an 
estimated nine thousand 
seasonal workers annually, 
and the agriculture industry 
faces critical shortages of 
seasonal workers." 

So the state attempted "to 
provide for a timely, effi- 
cient, and effective process 
for workers participating in 
the Colorado nonimmigrant 
agricultural seasonal worker 
pilot program and the H-2A 
visa certification process." 

Numerous safeguards 
in the bill aim to ensure 
that the seasonal workers 
are vetted, and monitored. 
Companies in the program 
are responsible for adequate 
lodging and pay, and would 
be held liable, to the tune 
of up to $200 a day per 
violation, for failing to alert 
the CDLE if a worker goes 
missing. The bill also states 
that no seasonal worker can 
be given a job for which an 
American citizen is quali- 
fied and willing. 

Notably, according to 
the CDLE, not a single 
worker has arrived via the 
program. 

BIB MEDICINE IS WATCHING 

A mailer from the Looper campaign 
claims that Stephens supported a bill 
establishing "the All-Payer Claims Data- 
base' giving a private company legal 
authority to pry into your private medical 
records without your knowledge, much 
less your consent!" 

While it's true that Stephens supported 
the 2010 bipartisan bill establishing the All 
Payer Claims Database, to insinuate that a 
company will obtain identifying medical 
records from it is misleading. 

The database established by House Bill 
1330 will act as a publicly accessible repos- 
itory of data collected from medical claims 
gathered from across the state. The data 
itself will be collated by a private vendor, 
Treo Solutions, with project implementa- 
tion and oversight supplied by the public- 
private Center for Improving Value in 
Health Care. Funding for the initial three 
years is coming from the Colorado Health 
Foundation and the Colorado Trust, both 
private foundations. 



The long-term goal is to use the data to 
answer questions like: "Which procedures 
cost the most? Which hospitals have the low- 
est prices? What are the variations in cost 
for common procedures?" In the short term, 
only treatment costs will be addressed. 

HB 1330 did not authorize the state to 
release personal identifying information to 
anyone, says Cari Frank of CIVHC. Like 
any state program, CIVHC must operate 
under the federal HIPAA Privacy Rule, 
which articulates the appropriate release 
of private medical information. 

Further, there are a number of protections 
to ensure anonymity. When insurance car- 
riers submit the claims to Treo, the data is 
encrypted and sent over dedicated, secure 
connections, Frank says. Once that data 
reaches Treo, an automated process imme- 
diately strips out all personal identifiers. 

Eleven providers, such as Cigna and 
Humana, plus Medicaid, are involved in 
the initial round of data collection, says 
Frank. The data will be free to the public, 
and rolled out this fall. 

AHYCARE AND ABORTIONS 

Looper has made Senate Bill 200 a 
centerpiece of her campaign, and it's no 
secret why: No one bill has so ignited and 
frustrated conservative activists. At the 
recent state assembly of Republican del- 
egates, a resolution calling for its repeal 
passed 2,667 to 452. Conservatives have 
even dubbed it "Amy Care" — a disparag- 
ing homage to "ObamaCare." 

SB 200 established a Colorado health 
care exchange in response to the Patient 
Protection and Affordable Care Act. Ste- 
phens argues, rightly, that the exchange is 
essentially a marketplace for health insur- 
ance providers to connect with customers 
— a Travelocity of health care coverage. 
She also points out, rightly, that it "takes 
no money from the general fund and lev- 
ies no taxes," and that "it does NOT man- 
date coverage." 

Stephens argues that SB 200 was a pre- 
emptive measure to guard against federal 
meddling in Colorado's health care, since 
the Affordable Care Act calls for states to 
either establish a health care exchange by 
2013, or have the federal government step 
in and do it for them. 

All that said, here's the most controver- 
sial claim that Looper and her campaign 
have made about the exchange: It paved the 
way for taxpayer-funded abortions. 

Nothing in the text of SB 200 autho- 
rizes state or federal dollars to fund abor- 
tions; to do so would cross the Colorado 
constitution, which forbids the use of pub- 
lic money to pay for abortions. However, 
critics such as Looper argue that govern- 
ment-funded abortions are indeed an end 
goal of ACA. And these state exchanges 
are accomplices, witting or otherwise. 

This theory's also widely circulated 
among conservative media. As Ashley 
Home of Focus on the Family Action 
wrote in 2010, when a "person enrolls 
in a state -based private health insurance 
exchange that offers abortion coverage, the 
federal government will send tax dollars to 
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that insurance provider to help offset the 
cost of the insurance coverage — cover- 
age that includes abortion. If you enroll 
in a taxpayer-subsidized health plan that 
covers abortion, the law requires you to 
make a separate payment of no less than $1 
per month (an 'abortion premium') to the 
insurance company for abortion services." 

The argument appears to reduce to this: 
Since the government subsidizes these 
plans, it also subsidizes the abortions. 

Yet there are a number of barriers that 
will prevent this from happening, as detailed 
by PolitiFact, a project of the Tampa, Fla.- 
based Tampa Bay Times. 

No one will be forced to sign up for an 
insurance policy that covers abortions, as 
ACA mandates that states offer at least 
one health care plan that does not. 

For policies that do offer abortions, pro- 
viders will have to collect two payments. 
One will cover the broad scope of the pol- 
icy, and may accept federal subsidies. The 
second will go to an account dedicated to 
covering abortion costs, and will not con- 
tain any federal dollars. This condition, 
set by Sen. Ben Nelson of Nebraska, in 
fact angered pro-choice organizations. 

Nelson also ensured that any state can 
opt to ban health insurance policies that 
provide for abortions from participating 
in its exchange. More than a dozen states 
have chosen to do so. 

And finally, the Hyde Amendment, a 
federal "rider" that's been intact since 
1976, bans federal dollars, such as Med- 
icaid, from funding abortions except in 
cases of incest, rape or possible loss of the 
mother's life. 

'MARSHA'S MANDATE' 

There's a lot of smoke with this one. 

In an apparent attempt to deaden the 
'Amy Care" controversy, the Stephens 
campaign has focused on a bill Looper 
supported in 2008. Though Senate Bill 217 
passed through the Legislature with bipar- 
tisan approval before being signed by Rit- 
ter, Stephens calls it "the most oppressive 
healthcare mandate in Colorado history." 

On her website, Stephens claims the bill 
"Calls for Individual Mandate in Colorado 
forcing people to buy health insurance; 
Increased Spending by subsidizing health 



insurance up to 300% of the poverty level, 
which means a family of four making 
$67,050 would have other taxpayers sub- 
sidizing their health coverage; Creating a 
New Tax to force people to comply and 
help pay for it." 

You can find similar claims at looper- 
scooper.com. 

While the bill's language does contain 
discussion of poverty, subsidies and an 
individual mandate, all it actually did was 
establish a commission to explore "the 
current problems related to the delivery of 
affordable health care to residents of the 
state, and ... to start the process toward 
developing a balanced partnership between 
private and public sectors in Colorado to 
begin to provide • • • • 

affordable health 
insurance to those 
who are uninsured." 

That commission 
was charged with 
gathering informa- 
tion from providers, 
insurers and other 
sources within 
health care. The • • • • 

respondents were 

informed that they were exploring a possi- 
ble state response to the uninsured, known 
as a value benefit plan. At a minimum, 
according to the bill's language, a VBP 
would "allow for the payment of all or a 
portion of the covered person's premium 
from a state -paid premium subsidy." 

The respondents were also to assume 
"that the state may impose a requirement 
that all Coloradans obtain creditable cov- 
erage," and that "the state will create a 
dedicated source of revenue, if necessary, 
to fund the premium subsidy program." 

The commission collected the informa- 
tion, prepared a study and that was that. 
Nothing came of it. 

CIVIL UNIONS FLIP-FLOP 

Stephens rode the mystery of whether 
or not Looper would support a civil 
unions bill as long as she could. 

On her site, Stephens highlights Loop- 
er's history on the issue: "[0]ur opponent 
currently claims that she strongly stands 
against civil unions. ... However, we have 



three separate sources that have reported 
her as supporting civil unions in the past." 

Last year, in summarizing where 
Republicans from El Paso County stood 
on the issue of civil unions, the Gazette's 
John Schroyer wrote that Looper was 
supportive, "as long as the definition of 
marriage remains between a man and a 
woman." 

Looper never corrected Schroyer, nor 
stated in print that he mischaracterized 
her position. 

Just this year, the Denver Post quoted the 
sponsor of Senate Bill 2, Democratic Rep. 
Mark Ferrandino of Denver, as saying, "Rep. 
Looper and I had several conversations about 
it. ... She said she was open to it." 
• • • • • However, 

Looper had 
never voted for 
or against civil 
unions until this 
year's legislative 
session. In its 
waning days, she 
finally laid the 
mystery to rest 
by sending out

a press release 
calling civil unions a threat to society. And 
when SB 2 came before her in committee, 
she voted to kill the bill. 

CAPPED. BUT NDT TRADED 

"The Colorado General Assembly is 
moving forward with a homegrown ver- 
sion of Carbon Cap and Trade," writes 
Looper. "HB1365 in it's [sic] current form 
will cost jobs at coal based utility compa- 
nies, coal mining jobs, railroad workers 
jobs and increase energy costs for families 
throughout the state." 

In 2010, with bipartisan support, the 
state Legislature passed House Bill 1365, 
the Clean Air-Clean Jobs Act. Essentially, 
the law placed strict new emissions con- 
trols on some coal-fired power plants, and 
mandated that others shut down or convert 
to natural gas. Ritter signed it into law. 

On Gov. John Hickenlooper's first day, 
the Governor's Energy Office hailed the 
law in a white paper as a "unique and 
historic opportunity to begin the transi- 
tion from reliance on aging, high-emitting 



coal-fired power plants to a cleaner, more 
sustainable electric system." 

Critics, such as Amy Oliver Cooke with 
the Independence Institute, complained 
it was rushed through the Legislature, a 
product of collusion between energy inter- 
ests, Ritter and the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. They argue the rationale for HB 
1365 — that if the state didn't deal with 
the pollution coming out of its coal plants, 
then the Environmental Protection Agency 
would — was invented out of whole cloth. 

From an article co-written by Cooke: "In 
all states, the executive branch of govern- 
ment is responsible for implementing the 
federal Clean Air Act, so it stands to reason 
that the legislature would rely on the Ritter 
administration for information ... Quite sim- 
ply, the Ritter administration grossly exag- 
gerated the EPA regulatory threat." 

However, this is one of the main argu- 
ments Stephens makes to this day for 
supporting HB 1365. On her website, she 
writes, "If the Colorado [sic] had not acted, 
their power plants would now be under the 
control of the Obama EPA. Or our power 
plants would have been shut down making 
us dependent on outside energy sources and 
loosing [sic] valueable [sic] jobs in Colorado." 

The Looper campaign argues that, in 
fact, it's HB 1365 itself that has cost jobs. 
Her website hosts a video produced by the 
pro-oil and -coal outfit, American Energy 
Alliance, as well as Americans for Pros- 
perity, that chronicles the struggles of the 
small northwest Colorado town of Craig, 
whose economy revolves around the coal 
industry. The message: Onerous state and 
federal regulations are crushing it. 

There's a lot to HB 1365 that conserva- 
tives can battle over: the impacts on the 
coal industry, the alleged collusion, the 
government's use of its laws to pick win- 
ners, the effects on rate -payers. There's 
even a lawsuit in Denver District Court 
in which the Associated Governments of 
Northwest Colorado allege the bill will 
devastate their coal-dependent economies. 

What we cannot find evidence of is it 
being a cap-and-trade policy, as Looper 
refers to it. For it to be a cap-and-trade 
policy, there has to be something traded.

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When last we heard from Rodney Wood — via 2010's Symbiosis show at Rubbish 
and Modbo galleries — he was living in Ruidoso, N.M. That, after a few years in 
Santa Fe, where he moved after a long stretch as an artistic leader in Colorado Springs. 
Wood believes he's moved 48 times in his adult life. 
He's only 61. 

And yet if you're looking for the inspiration behind Galerie Vivant, which will unfold 
in Colorado Springs this weekend, much of it came from drop- 
ping into a whole set of places Wood had never seen before. 

For 115 days in 2010, Wood and his longtime partner, Susan 
Palmer, set out to find unknown artists. They were looking for 
people who worked away at their pieces with no thought of 
money or sales, people simply compelled to create. 

The pair also sought out-of-the way museums, and stopped 
at any quirky place en route. For instance, a ventriloquist 
museum in Kentucky. 

"A lot of the new pieces were inspired by that trip — stuff 
we saw, people we met," Wood says. 

It was in one of these museums where Wood learned of a con- 
cept called tableau vivant, an event held in the 1800s that went 
beyond just discussing art. It struck a chord: After attending an art 
opening in which an opera singer was performing to accompany 
each work, he had wanted a new way of unveiling his shows. 

Inspired, he developed Galerie Vivant. The performances at 
Millibo Art Theater will include music, belly dancing and other 
art forms revealing the paintings' roots. 

One of those performing will be Lauren Andrus, pianist and co-owner of the Modbo and 
S.P.Q.R., where Wood's art will hang starting June 8. She's excited about this unique oppor- 
tunity to collaborate with other arts organizations and for Wood's fans to experience his art 
this way. She knows it's popular because as of last week, half the tickets had already sold. 

"People always ask Rodney what his inspiration is," she says, "and this is his very 
inventive answer to that question." 

His paintings will reflect a change from the pieces in Symbiosis, which featured 
sometimes-dark works that he considered efforts in "symbolic realism." And they're 
certainly a far cry from the sculptures and photography he displayed — when not serv- 
ing as mentor, gallery owner or Business of Art Center director — in the local arts com- 
munity before leaving the Springs in 2006. 

As for the place he lays his head now? Actually, Wood says he's found the perfect 
spot, in Trinidad. The city offers a diverse population and a sense of community, and his 
Main Street building includes everything he needs: a living space, a painting studio, a 
gallery. Though he's been there less than a year, Wood says he feels at home.

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Star Bar dusts off Othello, nudging females toward the front 

Imagine, if you will, a city deprived for 20 years of Shakespeare's Othello: The Moor of Venice. 
Wait, what? No Othello? No lago? No Desdemona? 
According to Alysabeth Clements Mosley, who's directing the Star Bar Players' production, the 
play hasn't been professionally staged in Colorado Springs in two decades. Time to change that, 
and let the green-eyed monster roam free. 

Mosley has been on Star Bar's board of directors for the past 15 years, and has directed such 
successful productions as Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?anti Waiting for Godot. But, she says, 
this is the first time she's tackled Shakespeare. 

"This isn't a completely new take on the play," she acknowledges. "But it will be dark and 
edgy, without the ruffs and tights, and with a more impressionistic set." 

Shakespeare was ahead of his time when it came to exploring the human psyche, and in Othello 
presents characters who display raw, human emotions and motivations — without a lot of meta- 
phor, Mosley says. For instance, Othello himself is essentially just a really jealous guy. 

However, Mosley wants to bring out the female characters in her produc- 
tion. Desdemona, Othello's bride and the focal point of the story's drama, 
can easily be viewed one-dimensionally as a damsel in distress, but Shake- 
speare's words allow her to be played differently. "It's all in how you chose 
to interpret it with emphasis," Mosley says. 

Mosley credits this idea, and much of her knowledge of Shakespeare, to 
Murray Ross — who founded TheatreWorks in 1975, and is a longtime fixture 
of the Colorado Springs theater scene — and Bob Pinney, a well-respected 
local actor who died in 2009. Ross taught her to hear the music in the text, 
Mosley says, and Pinney taught her how to play that music.

Powers' new churrascaria dances better than it dishes

Tucanos is a pretty ridiculous 
place, as even its motto sug- 
gests. Posted by a hostess stand 
that's seemingly always surrounded 
by at least 15 people, it promises 
fulfillment of "even the unexpressed 
wishes and needs of our guests."

Apparently, then, I'm secretly 
a sucker for a sideshow, because 
that's what the restaurant does best. 
There's a manic energy to the color- 
ful dining room that's sort of attrac- 
tive at first, but quickly exhausting. 
A central salad "festival" acts as the 
hub; around it swirl parents loading 
plates, greeters seating pairs, skewer- 
sporting servers venturing forth to 
carve with conviction, others pitch- 
ing diners with gusto, drink runners, 
bussers with black tubs, and ear- 
pieced managers in collared shirts. 

Anticipating the emotional 
response, servers immediately seek 
to soothe with opening greetings 
that offer repeated promises of a real 
easy, real cool time. Meanwhile, the 
house music thumps overhead; bodies 
go whizzing by; and in the corner, 
some poor patron's birthday results 
in at least seven servers clapping, 
shouting and singing while shaking 
maracas and tambourines. 

It's as if the restaurant fears a 
slower pace might let people notice 
they're paying a lot for food that's 
not entirely worth it. 

The idea is to buy an all-you-can- 
eat meal of meats ($13.95/lunch; 

$20.95/dinner),

ings. It's a decent 
deal, considering the salad bar on 
its own is between $11 and $14. 



Though big, it essentially offers 
your typical lettuce post — complete 
with dressings, beets and bacon 
bits — and additions like a mediocre 
lobster bisque, standard meat and 
cheese bits, and OK bean-salad and 
pasta options. On the other hand, 
the mango sushi's not as 
mushy as it looks, the crab 
salad's actually great, and 
the fried banana chunks are 
everything you'd want in hot 
fruit goo. 

But it feels superfluous, 
considering meat's the mas- 
ter here. 

So, by manipulating a 
green-for-go, red-for-stop 
tabletop cue, you control 
your interactions with 
streams of servers buzzing 
by with whatever they've 
got. In our visits, this 
included some sticky pork 
loin; overly chewy beef 
tenderloin; disgusting mango Alas- 
kan pollock that finished like fish 
candy; greasy, button-mushroom- 
sized chicken hearts; basic sugar- 
glazed ham; and a skewer of under- 
cooked bacon-wrapped scallops 
(an additional $10.95) that had the 
texture of wet scrambled eggs. 

There's some good, even great, 
though: the garlic -Parmesan beef, 
and its crisped, chewy edges; the 
shredded, if salty, brisket; some 
saucy hot wings; honey-barbecue 
chicken thighs; good Xingu beer 
($5.50), like a lighter 1554; and 
smooth, cloudy, cachaga-hQavy 
caipirinhas ($7), which taste simi- 
lar to margaritas with the sweet- 
and-sour dialed all the way down. 

Among other things, dessert 
offers a thick, 8 -inch-long piece of 
very sweet, very dense chocolate 
cake ($7.95). Appetizers were forget- 
table: the calamari ($8.95) chewy 
and boring; the nachos ($6.95), with 
salty shredded beef, nice enough; 
and the Taste of Brazil ($7.95), six 
golf-ball-sized rounds of gummy 
fried dough filled with different 
meats and cheeses, just bad. 

So, go once — there's certainly 
something to be said for a spectacle. 
Just count on an expensive, uneven 
time with variable food, and service 
that ranges from overenthusiastic to 
apathetic. Take one server's response 
to a question of what the pale-orange 
mayonnaise-like goop was on one 
appetizer plate: "It's just a sauce," 
she said. "I have no idea."

Mani-brew Springs 

Many have called for it. Someone's finally 
doing it: a brewery in Manitou Springs. 

Kevin LeGrande, owner of the Prome- 
nade Building at 725 Manitou Ave., which 
includes his wife's LeGrande Accents Bou- 
tique, put a conditional use request before 
Manitou Springs City Council earlier this 
month to open a tasting room (Phase 1) and 
microbrewery (Phase 2) inside his building. 
The venture will be in partnership with 
a yet-to-be-named Colorado brewery, and 
only allow consumption on site; no bottling, 
canning or in-house food element. 

"I wantto start with someone that already 
makes beer that I think is outstanding ... not 
just another OK beer," says LeGrande, point- 
ing out the win-win nature of expansion for 
that brewery and "a partner that takes me 
into a bigger position ... where I'll have more 
of a presence than a nanobrewery." 

LeGrande, an engineer by day and home- 
brewer for the last four years, says he first 
had the idea when he purchased the build- 
ing around 2006. Optimistically, LeGrande 
thinks he could open by late 2012. 

Lets try pizza pie 

Behold the entrepreneurial spirit, dis- 
suaded not even by a shaky track record. 

I'm talking about the revolving door that 
is 230/2 Pueblo Ave., next to Zodiac, and a 
month-old eatery called Slice Pizzeria (377- 
7786). Since 2009, roughly a business a year 
has been spurned in the location: Lucia's 
Family Restaurant, Sushi & Teriyaki House, 
Cafe Banzai (now located on Galley Road). 
And yet, each time the space opens, a bold 
person attempts a new cuisine, hoping for 
daytime support from commuters and night- 
time support from rockers and scenesters. 

The latest such person is tile-layer-by- 
day Jeffrey Poll, assisted by his mom Kay. 
The Michigan natives cook a thin-crust- 
style pizza with generous toppings and a 
red sauce made with fresh, not dried, herbs. 
Deep-fried, bar-friendly eats also available. 



Increased yield 



• According to owner Chris Wright, Pikes 
Peak Brewing Co. (1756 Lake Woodmoor 
Drive, Monument, pikespeakbrewing.com) 
will soon double in size. The tasting room 
will expand, as will the beer garden. Also, 
the production area will grow to include 
two new 30-barrel fermenters, which will 
increase brewing capacity by 120 percent. 

• Coquette's Bistro & Bakery (915 Mani- 
tou Ave., Manitou Springs, coquettesbis- 
troandbakery.com) recently underwent a 
minor interior renovation that's added new 
lighting, tables and display cases. The 
kitchen was also overhauled to accommo- 
date additional baking equipment, which 
will increase the outfit's sweets produc- 
tion. Though crepes are still served all day, 
new breakfast, lunch, cocktail and dinner 
menus bring an array of new items. A plan 
for an outdoor patio is in the works as well.

I set out for Nawlins on a dreary, drizzly after- 
noon, craving a little Cajun and hoping for some 
soft-shell crab. Entering straight from the doorway 
into the bar — decorated in maroon, black and 
brick, and filled with Bayou kitsch (purple-and-gold 
Mardi Gras masks, Saints banners, Tony Parenti on 
the radio) — I sadly found there was none of the 
latter. 

There was blackened catfish ($13.99), however. 
With a recipe credited to celebrity chef Paul Prud- 
homme, the dish features two long, crusted filets 
with a side of maque choux. Mysteriously, it all 
was served on a sizzling cast-iron fajita pan, which 
meant I scraped, more than cut, the fish. The side's 
buttery corn kernels popped with salty juice, butthe 
heavy poisson was solid and lifeless but for the sea- 
soning. Leaving, I felt nothing but rain and a heavy, 
unsettled stomach.

A house- 
made apple pie slice ($2.50) was super cinnamon-y, 
with a nice hint of lemon zest next to an always-"meh" 
cup of Farmers Brothers.

Even more bizarre, funeral 
director- turned-murderer Bernie 
Tiede is played by Jack Black with 
wholesomeness, restraint and Oscar- 
worthy heart, leaving behind (at 
least temporarily) the broad kiddie 
soft- shoe on which he's spent the 
majority of his superstar capital. 
When you hear that Bernie affords 
him the chance to dance while belt- 
ing out "76 Trombones" from The 
Music Man, fly a plane on his own, 
and guest lecture a cosmetics class 
on dressing the dead, you might 
automatically imagine you know the 
kind of movie this is. Try to not do 
that this time. 

Throughout the film, Linklater's 
warm and faithful feature sits polite- 
ly next to the attention-hogging doc 
machinations. Actual interviews 
with the town's locals who knew 
the real Bernie and his "friend," the 
reviled Marjorie Nugent (Shirley 
MacLaine), dominate much of this 
conversation, and they're chock full 
of doozies, most tellingly the col- 
lective indifferent shrug that greets 
the news that Nugent's body was 
discovered, nine months after the 
last time anyone talked to her, at the 
bottom of a deep freeze, underneath 
packs of icy food. 

As for Bernie, whose fey existence 
would probably still panic larger

Audiences could very well be 
aghast, as well. Bernie is a pitch- 
black comedy in subject, but lithe 
as a pixie in delivery. Linklater has 
never been better than he is here 
(both he and McConaughey grew 
up in Texas), presenting the macabre 
tale as if it were a regional character 
trifle. MacLaine fills in some blanks, 
and McConaughey is a welcome arch 
figure in a town where moral ambi- 
guity had better be earned through 
near- Christ-like acts of goodness. 

With his genial smile and, my god, 
a lovely voice that can still surprise 
us a dozen years after High Fidelity 
— hell, it's been 16 since he paro- 
died Jesus Christ Superstar on Mr. 
Show with Bob and David — Black 
sells the idea of purity and compas- 
sion without peacocking, at least not 
excessively so. His every gesture 
seems to come from an honest place. 

Whether or not that did his real- 
life counterpart any good in court, 
Black's performance shouldn't be 
ignored by a jury of his peers on the 
red-carpet circuit this year.

To know The Truth' about a movie, you need to know yourself

On April 20, Box Office Maga- 
zine published Amy Nicholson's 
review of the blockbuster The Aveng- 
ers online. At the time, it was the only 
review aggregated by rottentomatoes. 
com that did not bear the "fresh" 
stamp of quality. And 378 comments 
later, it underlines that the way we 
watch movies is a function of what we 
expect to see in them. 



that perspective must indicate that 
"they don't get it." 

It's impossible to avoid the indica- 
tors that, more than anything else, 
moviegoers build their viewing not 
around any sense of discovery, but 
around the comfort of seeing what 
they've already decided they're 
going to enjoy. While critics bitch 
about trailers and commercials that

The online commenters sneered 
and jeered at Nicholson, question- 
ing her credibility and whether or 
not the less-than-glowing review was 
simply a troll to attract views in a sea 
of otherwise glowing advance praise 
for The Avengers. (If so, it succeeded 
spectacularly). But in case there's any 
confusion about the math, the review 
was published two full weeks before 
The Avengers was released in North 
America on May 4, and even a week 
before its earlier release in some for- 
eign territories. Virtually no one had 
actually seen the movie yet, but that 
didn't stop anyone from having an 
opinion about whether someone who 
was unimpressed must be incompe- 
tent or disingenuous. 

The phenomenon was explained 
largely in "fanboy" terms — namely, 
that the comic-book audience was 
flexing its muscle at anyone who 
dared question The Avengers' awe- 
someness. While the level and 
vehemence of the response may be 
unique, however, the general nature 
of the response was not. A group of 
people had decided in advance that 
this movie was going to be amazing, 
based almost entirely on their pre- 
existing prejudices; any dissent from 



reveal every possible plot point of 
an upcoming release, those market- 
ing tools exist because they feed the 
general public's preference that they 
not be surprised, since apparently an 
expected mediocrity is preferable to 
a zigs-when-you-thought-it-would-zag 
disappointment. The CinemaScore 
polls of opening-weekend moviegoers 
consistently find viewers giving mov- 
ies grades of "B" or higher, indicating 
that those who are most eager to see a 
new release right away generally wind 
up satisfied. 

This concept was reinforced by a 
highly publicized August 2011 study 
from the University of California, 
San Diego, where researchers looked 
into the effect on readers of knowing 
the outcome of a story in advance of 
reading it. The results indicated that 
those who knew how the story would 
end — spoiler alert! — actually ended 
up enjoying the story more than those 
who didn't know the ending. These 
results were quickly extrapolated to 
movies, in a way that made critics 
cringe: If you want to make people 
happy, let them know exactly what 
they're going to get, and give it to 'em. 

Yet critics aren't immune to the 
same basic phenomenon. The precon- 



ceptions and preferences we bring to 
viewing experiences are different, but 
they still exist. Watching hundreds of 
movies a year changes our cinematic 
palates in the same way that a con- 
noisseur of fine food can no longer 
stomach crappy fast food. 

We also find ourselves tuned in to 
the marketing machinery of a film 
much earlier, and can begin build- 
ing either anticipation or dread that 
calcifies in a way that colors our 
experience. There is no "objective" 
reaction to a work of art, even popular 
art — and critics aren't doing their 
audiences any favors by failing to 
acknowledge their own biases when- 
ever they can identify them. 

But that's the funny thing about 
biases: After long enough, for most 
people they simply start to feel like 
The Truth. Whether it's a political or 
social issue, or your favorite book, 
movie or TV show, you're the one 
who sees things clearly, while it's 
the other guy who's being swayed by 
propaganda, or is simply too stupid or 
ill-informed to "get it." 

Terms like "underrated" and "over- 
rated" become shorthand for "I'm 
right and they're wrong." I copped to 
my own comic-book geek anticipa- 
tion as part of my enthusiastic reac- 
tion to The Avengers, but that doesn't 
make my experience less legitimate 
than that of someone who couldn't 
tell Captain America from Captain 
Crunch, and was only "men" on the 
movie. Nor does it make the reaction 
of "fans" to Twilight or The Hunger 
Games any more legitimate than 
those of the uninitiated, except per- 
haps to the movie studios' accounting 
departments. 

Nobody needs to apologize for an 
opinion about a movie. It's simply 
smart to understand where it comes 
from, and how much of the stuff you 
love or hate at the movies exists in 
your head, rather than on the screen.

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Art for punk's sake 

San Francisco's dearly beloved Mutants rise 
up from the ashes to infect a new generation

In a career predicated on unpredict- 
ability, it's only fitting that San 
Francisco punk pioneers the Mutants 
have risen from near-death and are 
coming to Colorado under the aus- 
pices of Denver's Museum of Con- 
temporary Art. 

A vital force in the San Francisco 
art-punk scene, the Mutants head- 
lined shows with the likes of Dead 
Kennedys, Flipper and the Avengers. 
But while those opening acts would 
achieve lasting notoriety, the Mutants 
followed their own star-crossed path 
to become a brilliantly idiosyncratic 
footnote in punk-rock history. 

"The punk scene was about do-it- 
yourself, and the Mutants, we tried to 
do it ourselves," says Paul Fleming, 

who played bass

and keyboards on 
the band's lone 
full-length album, 
1981's Fun Termi- 
nal. "Lord knows, 
we wrote ungodly 
amounts of mate- 
rial — really good 
material — but 
we didn't have enough production 
wherewithal to make good-sounding 
records. We'd get seven people, who 
all had opinions, into the control 
room, trying to do a mix, and it was 
just insane." 

The songs that were documented 
showcase a strangely uplifting com- 
bination of quirky angst and hooky 
spaghetti-western twang. With expres- 



sively enunciated 
vocals by frontman 
Fritz Fox — plus 
backing singers Sue 
White and Sally Webster, who unfor- 
tunately won't be at the Denver show 
— the Mutants had more in common 
with X, Magazine and the B-52s than 
with the more agro approach of bands 
like Black Flag. From the anthemic 
"New Drug" to the punk-noir "Twist- 
ed Thing," Fun Terminal tapped into 
a uniquely San Francisco tradition of 
Beat poetry, New Wave invention, and 
art-school imagination. 

Not coincidentally, the majority of 
the Mutants attended San Francisco 
Art Institute. "It started as kind of 
a performance-art piece, kind of a 
joke," says Fleming. But to the sur- 
prise of everyone — including much 
of the band — great songs were soon 
pouring forth on a weekly basis, as 
were gigs with bands like Public 
Image Limited, the Slits, Iggy Pop, 
and the Talking Heads. 

And then there was the downside. 
An opening slot on what was to be 
Joy Division's first American tour fell 
through due to Ian Curtis' suicide. 
"We showed up for sound check at the 
club, and they said, 'Well, Joy Divi- 
sion isn't getting here, because, uh, 
something happened.'" 

Band members also began suc- 
cumbing to the all-too-familiar 
trappings of the musician lifestyle. 
"Somehow everything just kind went 
south on us," says Fleming, who's

been clean and sober for decades. 
Sessions at Robbie Robertson's 
Malibu recording studio ground to a 
halt. "We were going through money 
like crazy, and there was this sense 
of failure and doom hanging over 
us." After the album was finished in 
San Francisco, the label sat on it for 
six months. 

The photo on Fun Terminal's 
cover serves as an homage to the 
era: a seedy arcade next to the 
band's loft headquarters, which was 
just across the street from the Trans- 
Bay Terminal. 

"Everything on that block was 
called Terminal- something; the 
Rexall up on the corner was called 
Terminal Drugs," says Fleming with a 
laugh. "And it's all gone now. It's old 
San Francisco, and it's all gone." 

But not the Mutants, who've 
reunited for sporadic gigs around San 
Francisco. Fleming, who recently 
released a solid album of his own 
called Twitch and Shout, credits the 
Internet. 

"We've cleared out so many of the 
gatekeepers, and it's really kind of the 
culmination of that whole do-it-your- 
self era," says Fleming. "It's amazing, 
all these years later, to have people 
interested."

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Still selling sanctuary 

The Cult's Ian Astbury wields his weapon of choice

It's an unsettling visage straight 
out of World of Warcraft — the 
fierce masked figure sporting a 
bison-horned, feather-tasseled 
Native American headdress, angrily 
glaring from the cover of Choice 
of Weapon, the first album in five

Cult. But the artwork wasn't thrown 
together lightly, swears deep- 
thinking bandleader Ian Astbury, 
the man beneath this elaborate 
costume. Every single detail in the 
photograph is significant, he says, 
and stands as a metaphor for the 
spiritual-minded music inside. 

The look, says the singer, "was 
inspired by a medicine bonnet I 
bought from a reservation in Canada 
in the '80s — it had a buffalo -skin 
hide, beadwork and ermine tails 
hanging off it, and I had it hanging 
in my home for many years. So with 
this record sleeve, I wanted to evoke 
an image of a spirit manifested as 
a human being, so I came up with 
this shamanic persona, with Native 
American influences, plus Bon reli- 
gion, a pagan religion from Tibet 
that predates Buddhism." 

In support of the Occupy move- 
ment, Astbury, 50, is also sporting 
an official Dead Rabbits shirt worn 
in Scorsese's Gangs of New York his- 
torical epic. His denim-draped black 
leather jacket, he adds, references 
"anarcho-punk, because that was a 
very important, influential period for 
me, back when I 
was into Crass and 
Poison Girls. And 
then my face is cov- 
ered in solidarity 
with Arab Spring 
and other anony- 
mous people — so 



speak, but they're afraid to show their 
faces for fear of repercussion. So I 
think that's a real sign of the times." 

Astbury has always been meta- 
physical. Native American mythol- 
ogy the Brit studied as a teen would 
find its way into Zenlike early Cult 
classics like 1984's Dreamtime and 
1985 's definitive Love 
(whose "She Sells Sanctu- 
ary" recently tolled through 
the years on a Budweiser 
Super Bowl ad). 

Since then, he's had good 
reason to delve deeper. A 
few years ago, while play- 
ing soccer with longtime 
bandmate Billy Duffy on 
his all-star team Hollywood 
United, the pain finally 
registered: Years of stage- 
diving and motorcycle acci- 
dents had literally destroyed 
his hip, and a serious opera- 
tion was needed. 

Initially, Astbury recalls, 
"I went down. Hard. I 
was just physically worn, spiritu- 
ally worn, done, finished." But he 
wound up in New York, couch-bound 
by day, hobbling to the Shambhala 
Meditation Center at night, where 
he sat quietly, listening to various 
transcendental teachers. "I went 
through almost a monastic period 
living there," he says of the period, 
which he began documenting in big- 
riffed, Bob-Rock-polished Choice of 
Weapon anthems that also ask big 
questions, like "The Wolf," "Life > 
Death," and "Elemental Light." 

Astbury is concerned about climate 
change and the countless other crises 
currently facing humanity. "But I'd 
like to say Choice is more of an aware 
record, as opposed to a concerned 
one, because 'concerned' is close to 
panic," he says. Taking cues from phi- 
losophers like Joseph Campbell, Ter- 
ence McKenna and Robert Thurman, 
he believes we're all caught up in "the 
show" — radio, TV, 24-hour news, 
social networking chatter. 

"But there are individuals who 
aren't looking at the show anymore 
— they're just walking away," he

The Koffin Kats rev it up way past rockabilly

One glimpse at frontman Vic Victor's upright bass 
and arsenal of tattoos might lead you to conclude 
that the Koffin Kats are rockabilly to the core. And, 
to a degree, you'd be right. But the Detroit trio has no 
problem changing up its mix of sounds, as evidenced 
by the particularly hard-charging punk/metal vibe of 
its latest album, Our Way & The Highway. 

"I got into that hot-rod subculture, but as cool as it 
is, the older I got, the more I didn't want to be defined 
by the stereotype of what rockabilly is," says the sing- 
er/bassist. "Some people can make a living off it, but 
that's not me. I don't put a pair of creepers on and go 
out there on the dance floor. If a hair's out of place — 

I really don't give 

a shit." 

Victor and his 
guitarist buddy 
Tommy Koffin 
were childhood 
chums who 
ended up putting 
the Koffin Kats 

together nearly a decade ago. While Victor readily 
admits they were pretty awful at first, there was no 
way that was going to stop them. Believing that the 
best practice is performing lots of shows, they quick- 
ly started booking gigs and had completed a West 
Coast tour within their first year together. 

Victor says he discovered the upright bass while 
watching an episode of the Beavis & Butthead show 
that featured a clip of Reverend Horton Heat. It was 
love at first sight. Although he played the instrument 
in a variety of punk and rockabilly bands, the sing- 
ing part came later. He didn't care 
much for his voice until he heard 
the Damned's 2001 album Grave 
Disorder, and realized he could sing 
a lot like their goth/punk frontman 
Dave Vanian. 

"I realized, 'Oh cool, there's

a register I can sing in,' and just kind of took it from 
there," he recalls. "After catching onto that record, I 
ended up getting the whole discography of the Damned, 
and I always appreciated his range of everything from 
lounge singer to punk rocker. That's what I've based my 
vocals on — being able to span that world." 

Liquid courage 

The Koffin Kats were also prolific in the studio, 
releasing three albums in their first four years of exis- 
tence, but didn't hit their stride until 2008 's Drunk in the 
Daylight, where they really broke out their punk rock 
pedigree and cranked it up to 11. Apparently the album's 

title was indicative of 

their circumstances. 

"The songs are 
almost a recol- 
lection of that 
time. We were on 
unemployment and 
Tommy lived next 
to a liquor store. We 
would get the unemployment check, cash it, get some 
cases of PBR and sit in the living room under various 
influences watching Motley Crue and Family Guy 
DVDs while dicking around with our guitars. 

"We were getting bored with just doing rocka- 
billy, and wanted to branch out a little bit," explains 
the singer. "I've always appreciated bands that take 
that jump, who start out from one thing and end up 
sounding like something else, while still paying hom- 
age to their roots." 

Hellbilly highway 

The band definitely accomplishes that on its latest 
album, which was influenced by all the Motorhead 
(listen to the thrash pulse of "The Way of the Road") 
and stoner metal albums they'd been listening to 
prior to making the record. 

In addition to a marked musical evolution, Our Way &

the Highway represents a significant personnel change: 
Tommy Koffin left the band in 2009, not long after 
recording Forever For Hire, and its successor represents 
the band's first full-length with Ian Jarrell, the guitarist's 
handpicked successor. (The group also recorded a split 
LP with 12 Step Rebels shortly after Jarrell joined.) The 
resulting album is loaded with songs, like "Boozincros- 
sanation," "It Happens Every Night" and "Keep It Com- 
ing," that would make a perfect road mixtape. 

"We really wanted to make it a driving, rocking 
record," says Victor. "We just wanted to get a good 
groove to it. And we've actually seen a wider fan-base 
pop up since the release of it. I mean I'm sure it helps out 
that it's better distributed than any release to date, but it's 
cool because we're seeing a lot of people that would nor- 
mally not give two shits about any type of 'billy music." 

That's not altogether surprising. Though the Koffin 
Kats' rhythms still swing like Stray Cats, the overall 
sonic intensity has more in common with Zach De La 
Rocha and the Cramps. It's a pretty hard record to deny. 

"That's what we wanted to go for," Victor affirms. 
"Someone can listen to it and not discriminate 
against it right off the bat. Plus, when we're writing 
songs, we tend to keep them short so the crowd's 
attention deficit doesn't kick in."

Nickel Creek veteran Sara Watkins' second solo album is a 
sweetly intoxicating blend of vocal, instrumental and songwrit- 
ing talent that shows why she's a favorite of A Prairie Home 
Companion's Garrison Keillor. Singing with a combination of 
delicacy and strong assurance, while playing fiddle and other 
stringed instruments with grace and spirit, Watkins skips far 
beyond her bluegrass roots into a genre of her own. Her fiddle 
lends the Everly Brothers' cover a galloping Western tempo, 
with guest vocalist Fiona Apple providing added spirit. From 
Dan Wilson's "When It Pleases You" to Willie Nelson's "I'm a 
Memory" to Watkins' own compositions and co-writes with her 
brother Sean and producer Blake Mills, Watkins intrigues with 
unexpected instrumentation, odd time signatures and lyrics 
that keep you wondering what might come next. It all adds up to 
a brilliant album from a consummate artist. — Lynne Margolis

Garbage's first album since 2005's Bleed Like Me is a biting, 
snarly return to form for the '90s hit alt-rock outfit. Not Your 
Kind of People kicks off with its best song, "Automatic Sys- 
tematic Habit," which finds Shirley Manson at her snippiest, 
while the band's highly electrified signature combo of guitars, 
synthesizers and drums has never been more propulsive. The 
opening track sets the stage for an angry, vengeful record, 
a fact that song titles like "I Hate Love" and "Battle in Me" 
basically give away. Throughout the album, Manson is at the 
peak of her form, combining her characteristic combination 
of angst and cool, while producer Butch Vig crafts a dense, 
hard-hitting mix that, by album's end, is nearly exhausting.

usically, there's a fair distance between Van 
Halen, Kool & the Gang, the Lo-Fi Cowboys, Dan 
Hicks & the Hot Licks, the Barr Brothers and 
Chubby Carrier & the Bayou Swamp Band. But having 
caught all of the above during one 72-hour period this 
past week, I figured I'd recount a few highlights. 

Memorial Day weekend kicked off early with the Van 
Halen show at the Pepsi Center, one of the few dates on 
the band's reunion tour that didn't get canceled — or, in 
music industry parlance, "postponed." Bassist Michael 
Anthony was quick to suggest his former group was 




coming apart atthe seams, but what do you expect from 
a guy stuck playing with second-string VH frontman 
Sammy Hagar in a band called Chickenfoot? 

Actually, there were no signs of animosity Thursday 
night, other than David Lee Roth's complaint, while mop- 



ping up the sweat-slicked stage with a towel, that "this 
is how I fuckin' started, and apparently I'm never gonna 
leave." The band ripped through a nearly two-hour set 
featuring classics like "Runnin' With the Devil" and "Ain't 
Talkin' 'Bout Love," a 10-minute Eddie Van Halen solo 
incorporating segments of "Eruption," and a rapturous- 
ly received rendition of the "Tattoo" comeback single. 
Eddie's bemused smile looked genuinely affectionate as 
a maniacally grinning Roth howled and 
prowled the stage between arena-sized ( 
splits and kicks. It could have all been 
show biz, I guess, but no one was going 
through the motions musically. 

The same goes for unlikely opener 
Kool & the Gang, an 1 1 -piece band 
that's obviously in it for more than 
just a revival-circuit paycheck. Their 
rendition of "Get Down on It" was ^^^^^^^^ 
tighter, funkierand more energetic than 
anything Prince or James Brown performed when I saw 
those artists in concert more than a decade ago. 

Then came MeadowGrass, the local festival with the 
highest concentration of faded No Depression T-shirts 
in the nation. (Especially when you've got Son Volt, who 
headlined Saturday night.) 

One of Sunday's best moments came during Grammy- 
winning zydeco bandleader Chubby Carrier's closing set, 
as phenomenally talented washboard player Earl Sally led 
a conga linethroughthe crowd, turning itintothe Louisiana 
equivalent of a mosh pit. Bayou Swamp Band favorites like 
"Zydeco Junkie" and "Who Stole My Hot Sauce" mixed 
well with covers of "Iko Iko" and "Jambalaya" — which 
Carrier, in the spirit of the holiday, dedicated to his grandfa-

ther who served in the Marines during World War II. 

Other highlights included the aforementioned Lo-Fi Cow- 
boys, the only local band on Sunday's bill, performing cov- 
ers of Doug Sahm's "Give Back the Keys to My Heart" and 
the Flying Burrito Brothers' "Sin City" — although I have to 
say the originals from band leader Chuck Snow and bassist 
Kevin Waybright sounded just as good or better. 
The week ahead also looks diverse, with the second 

installment of the incurably eclectic 
^ local music series Thwonk, which 
takes over Zodiac for three nights 
and a dozen acts. Edith Makes a 
Paper Chain, Valoma, Fidel RedStar 
and DJ Timme take the stage Fri- 
day; Green Tangerine, Charlie Milo, 
Che Bong and Animus Invidious 
play Saturday; and Wild Hares, Tall 
City, Benjamin Pratt and mobdi- 
vidual wrap up Sunday. 
You can also hit Union Station on Thursday for Krash- 
Karma, described by its publicist as a "high energy alterna- 
tive rock band formed by German-born guitarist/vocalist 
Ralf Dietel (who formerly played with Nine Inch Nails) and 
the beautiful and talented drummer/vocalist Niki Skistimas." 

Well, kind of. "After four weeks in the rehearsal room 
with Nine Inch Nails, it did not work out and so we parted 
ways," Dietel admitted to me in a follow-up e-mail. 

Tough break. On the plus side, he gets to bathe naked 
with his beautiful and talented bandmate in their music 
video, so you don't have to feel too sorry for him.

Curses, foiled again 

A witness told police responding to a 
report of shots fired in North Charles- 
ton, S.C., that a man with a gun had 
gone into a house, but when officers 
questioned the occupant, she insisted no 
one was there but her children. The of- 
ficers asked the children if that was true, 
and they said no, that two men were in a 
back room watching television. Officers 
found Nathaniel Whack and Pierre Pete, 
as well as partially smoked joints, three 
loaded handguns, two semi-automatic 
weapons and a revolver.

Police 
Chief Victor Kemp said Manuel pointed 
a towel-covered hand at the dispatch of- 
ficer and demanded, "Give me all your 
money." He then asked if there were any 
warrants against him and added, "You 
do know I have a gun?" After the dis- 
patcher summoned officers, who found 
no weapon, Manuel insisted he'd been 
joking. "Man, I play like that all the 
time," he said. "I didn't think she would 
take it seriously." Kemp commented, 
"You hear of those World's Dumbest 
Criminals every once in a while, but you 
never think it's going to happen in your 
city." (Dallas-Fort Worth's KTVT-TV) 

Paying the price 

New coins issued by Britain's Royal 
Mint contain metal that could prove 
harmful, say dermatologists. The 
five-pence and 10-pence coins contain 
nickel, which a European directive 
has banned in items such as belts and 
earrings because it could corrode and 
irritate skin. Her Majesty's Treasury de- 
fended the nickel-plated coins, explain- 
ing they'll save about 8 million pounds 
($12.6 million) a year and that, except 
for Sweden, other European nations 
still use nickel in coins. Writing in the 
British Medical Journal, experts from 
St. John's Institute of Dermatology and 



the Royal Hallamshire Hospital, warned 
of "the potential costs to health from 
skin diseases related to nickel exposure 
— allergic contact dermatitis and hand 
dermatitis." (Britain's The Scotsman) 

Double-duty lifesaver 

When a 57-year-old man got into an 
argument with an acquaintance at a San 
Diego mall, police said the acquaintance 
pulled a knife and stabbed him in the 
chest. The victim's implanted heart 
defibrillator blocked the blade, sparing 
the man's life. (Associated Press) 

Killing time 

During a nine-hour layover in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., Greyhound bus passenger 
William Todd, 24, committed at least 1 1 
felonies, according to police. He broke 
into a business, stealing weapons, shoot- 
ing up the business and setting it on fire. 
Next, he robbed four people leaving a 
local bar, tased one and pistol-whipped 
another. Five minutes later, he carjacked 
a taxi at gunpoint and used stolen credit 
cards to buy food and $199 worth of 
items at a Wal-Mart. He entered a hotel, 
broke into a law office there, ransacked 
it and defecated on a desk, smearing 
feces on some framed law degrees. Then 
he knocked on several hotel room doors, 
pretending to be a female housekeeper, 
and robbed one couple of $600, crying 
the whole time. He shaved his head, 
returned to the stolen cab but crashed it 
into a parking garage. He hailed another 
cab and ordered the driver at knifepoint 
to take him to Opryland. At noon, police 
found Todd hiding in a water-cooling 
vat on top of Opryland, submerged up to 
his nose. (Nashville's WSMV-TV) 

Curse in disguise 

When a medical condition forced Kim 
Thompson to leave her job on a dis- 
ability pension, the New Jersey resident 
got her $91,000 federal student loans 
canceled. It was reported to the Internal 
Revenue Service as taxable Cancellation 
of Debt Income, resulting in her owing 
$26,000 to the IRS and $5,000 to New 
Jersey. (ABC News)

SOS for PTSD 



In late 2010, the Colorado Board of Health 

denied a petition from marijuana advocacy 
group Sensible Colorado to add post-trau- 
matic stress disorder to the approved list 
of maladies considered by the state to be 
treatable with MMJ. 

About a year and a half later, the group's 
trying again. On Tuesday, joined by military 
veterans and supporters, it filed a second 
petition with the Colorado Department of 
Public Health and Environment seeking 
the addition of PTSD, a condition afflicting 
between 11 and 20 percent of veterans of 
the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

"Really, what's happened since the last 
time we filed is, hundreds and hundreds of 
veterans have committed suicide," says 
executive director Brian Vicente. "And 
we hear from veterans every day, or quite 
often at Sensible Colorado, that say that 
this helps them. So, we feel it's compelling 
both scientifically and morally." 

Looking at surrounding states, the 
Associated Press reported last week that 
Arizona is conducting hearings to deter- 
mine whether to add the condition to 
its own list, while Vicente says it's the 
second-most cited reason for using medi- 
cal cannabis in New Mexico. 

Regardless, the odds of the petition 
passing are better for one simple reason: 
the former chief medical officer of the 
department, Ned Calonge, exited in late 
2010. The good doctor was vocal about his 
mistrust of medical cannabis, a sentiment 
his replacement, Christopher Urbina, has 
never expressed. 

"So we're hoping that they'll take a 
serious look at this," Vicente says. "And, 
if nothing else, have a public hearing 
where they can actually hear from these 
wounded soldiers, and other folks that 
have suffered from this condition."

A national survey of likely voters con- 
ducted by Rasmussen Reports on May 12 
revealed that 56 percent of respondents 
support "legalizing marijuana and regulat- 
ing it in the similar manner to the way alco- 
hol and tobacco cigarettes are regulated 
today."

"There is more nationwide support for 
regulating marijuana like alcohol than ever 
before," reads a triumphant reaction from 
the amendment-backing campaign.

Broncos: How about defense? 

His name is Joe (he doesn't ever want me to use his last name), and he's been 
a devoted Denver Broncos fan since the 1970s, back to the days of Randy 
Gradishar, Lyle Alzado and Tom Jackson, Joe's favorites from that era. 

Joe calls a few times a year, talking a few minutes or just leaving messages, 
offering observations and asking questions. He says he played in college, though 
he's never said where, but he's my best barometer to gauge how Denver's more 
intellectual followers are feeling. 

So when Joe checked in the other day, as the Broncos were going through their 
first official OTA (organized team activity) workouts with new quarterback Peyton 
Manning, it was perfect timing. I wanted to see whether he agreed with the popular 
assessment that Manning alone makes Denver a legitimate Super Bowl contender. 
"I know a lot of people who feel that way," Joe says, "but I can't go along 

with them."

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This is one time when Joe and I share 
the same general assessment. But let's 
dig a little deeper. Why the uncertainty? 

"It's not about Manning," Joe says. "I 
think getting him was a great move, and 
I'm sure the Broncos will be a lot more 
exciting on offense. They've got better 
receivers, tight ends, too, and I really 
like that runner they drafted out of San 
Diego State, Ronnie Hillman. But..." 

I knew exactly where he was going: 
"How can anybody be that excited about 
the defense yet? I'm not." 

Joe's on target, once again. He and I 
have no problem with outside linebacker 
Von Miller, the reigning NFL Defen- 
sive Rookie of the Year, and defensive 
end Elvis Dumervil, after those two 
combined for 21 sacks last year. We 
think the secondary will be better with 
veteran additions Mike Adams at safety 
plus Tracy Porter and Drayton Flor- 
ence at cornerback. 
But the Broncos ranked 19th overall in the league defensively last year, and 
a poor 22nd against the run. They did bring in a proven defensive mind in new 
coordinator Jack Del Rio, the former Jacksonville head coach. But as has been 
the case in recent years, Denver still looks deficient at defensive tackle and espe- 
cially at inside linebacker. 

At tackle, second-round draftee Derek Wolfe out of Cincinnati should contend 
for playing time along with Kevin Vickerson, Justin Bannan and Mitch Unrein, 
with former Air Force standout Ben Garland in the mix. But unless veteran 
Ty Warren (who was hurt last year) makes a major turnaround and/or Wolfe 
becomes an instant phenom, that group simply won't scare opposing offenses. 
"Nobody like Alzado," as Joe puts it, recalling the always-energetic Denver star 
from the Orange Crush days. 

Inevitably, our conversation moves to inside linebacker, where Denver obviously 
is counting on Joe Mays to stand out. It's easy to like Mays, who has come a long 
way from his playing days at little North Dakota State, but Joe thinks the Broncos 
are crazy to put so much pressure on a 5-foot-ll linebacker who had just 86 tackles 
last year. (That's 5.4 a game, not enough for a middle linebacker.) His apparent 
backup, Nate Irving, managed only four tackles in his entire rookie season. 

Joe was hoping that the Broncos would sign free-agent Jameel McClain from 
Baltimore, but they kept Mays instead. "That's not good enough," Joe says smart- 
ly. "Mays has no real competition, and what if he gets hurt? Then the defense is 
dead. They need somebody like a Gradishar who's a leader and makes plays all 
over the field." 

Denver did sign two undrafted college linebackers with credentials. Jerry 
Franklin, as a four-year starter at Arkansas, led the Razorbacks in tackles all 
four seasons (376 career tackles, second-best in Southeastern Conference history). 
He has good speed as well, and was projected as high as the fifth round of the 
draft. Elliot Coffey, a two-year starter and team leader at Baylor, had a shoulder 
injury that might have kept him from being drafted, but he's promising. 

"Those guys sound OK," Joe says, "but will either one be a star now? I don't 
think so. I'm worried about this defense." 

Put it this way: If Joe isn't that optimistic about Denver, you shouldn't be, either.

• Ottawa. Doug endeared himself to the crowd by pinching a woman on 
the buttocks and shouting, "Whoa.
